It called as the first of approxi- 
mately 500 witnesses Lisle 
Beardsley, secretary of G. M. C., 


who gave factual testimony con- 
cerning the firm’s operations. 

The corporation, three affiliated 
financing companies and 17 officers 
are accused by the Government of 
forcing dealers to finance automo- 
bile installment sales through its 
own credit companies in violation 
of the anti-trust act. 

Before Beardsley took the stand, 
three jurors were discharged, one 
because he was found to be a G. 
M. C. stockholder and two because 
they said they had poor health and 
doubted if they could stand the or- 
deal of the anticipated three-month 
trial. Three South Bend business 
men replaced them on the jury, 
which also includes several , farm- 
ers. ! 
Asked About G. M. C. Setup. 

Holmes Baldridge, special assist- 
ant to the United States Attorney- 
General Frank Murphy, questioned 
Beardsley concerning the adminis- 
trative setup of General Motors, 
how it operates its business, where 
its manufacturing plants are locat- 
ed and other facts pertaining to its 
organization and funetioning.

Without debate or the tumult 
that attended previous discussion 
of the Roosevelt administration, the 
convention upheld a Resolutions 
Committee finding that the federa- 


tion-could not give the “blanket in- 
dorsement” called for in the resolu- 
tion submitted by the Connecticut 
State Federation of Labor. 

In the voice vote on the commit- 
tee’s recommendation for noncon- 
currence there appeared to be a 
close division of “ayes” and “nays,” 
and President William Green ruled 
the vote supported the committee. 


Report by Committee. 

The committee pointed out the 
Connecticut proposal drew no dis- 
tinction between congressional and 
administrative action in its plea 
for a New Deal indorsement. It 
also voiced opposition to the “con- 
servatives of both parties.” 

The report pointed out the fed- 
eration’s record of criticism against 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, its appointees, the removal 
of the prevailing wage from the 
relief bill and the first executive 
reorganization bill. 

“Your committee is fully con- 

scious of the many legislative and

HITLER REPEATS 

HE WIL FIGHT T0 
FINSH IF ENEMY 
REJECTS HIS PLE 


Opening Winter Relief 
Campaign, He. Says Re- 
sults Must Show World 
That Rumors of Dis- 
union Are Unfounded. 


‘NO POWER ON EARTH 
CAN DEFEAT REICH’ 


Fuehrer Asserts Germany 
Has Expressed Willing- 
mess for Peace and 
Choice Is Now Up to 
Western Allies. 


By LOUIS P. LOCHNER 
BERLIN, Oct. 10 (AP).—Adolf 
Hitler said today that Germany was 
determined to fight the war to the 
bitter end, if necessary, and once 
more laid the responsibility for con- 
tinuing the struggle on the Reich's 
adversaries. 

In a 21-minute speech opening 
the Nazi winter relief campaign, 
the Reichsfuehrer said that he had 
expressed his country’s “readiness 
for péace,” but that if this were 
declined by the Western Allies the 
fight would go on. He demanded 
that the winter relief work attain 
results never before achieved, not 
only because great tasks lie ahead 
created by the war, but also because 
the world must be shown, he said, 
that rumors of disunion within the 
Reich are unfounded. 

Germans must make common 
cause, the Fuehrer said, “in battle, 
in victory and finally in peace.” 


“Wants to Live Undisturbed.” 
“Germany must once and for all 
convince the world that it must be 
allowed to live undisturbed within 
its own living space.” 
“In a few weexs the state which 
thought it could threaten German 
interests most insolently (Poland) 
has been demolished—thanks to our 


soldiers and our military strategy,” 
the Fuehrer declared. 

“What the future may bring we 
do not know. But of this we are 
certain: No power on earth ever 
again will be able to force Ger- 
many to her knees. 

“They will not defeat us militar- 
ily, economically or psychically.” 


“Nothing Can Shake Us.” 


“Before us stands the eternal life 
of our people,” he said, “Nothing 
can shake us. Nothing can bring 
us to despair. On the contrary, 
whatever the other world may 
choose, that it will get. 

“The way ehead of us cannot be 
more difficult than that behind us. 
In pursuing this way we are 
strengthened by the. fact that we 
have achieved a community of spirit 
in our nation.”

the Red Cross, whith would vir- 
tually be merged with it. 

“Let' no one henceforth think 
of the greatness of his sacrifice,

German Statement Says 
Two Nazi Planes Had to 
Make Emergency Land- 
ings in Denmark After 
Engagement With Ships. 


LONDON DENIES ANY 
VESSELS WERE HIT 


Admiralty Describes. Two 
Fights With Bombers, 
Several of Which ‘May 
Have Failed to Return” 
to Reich. 


BERLIN, Oct. 10 (AP).—The 
German high command today re- 
ported Nazi warplanes had scored 
hits on a British cruiser off the 
west coast of Norway yesterday. 

“Six heavy bombs struck their 
mark,” said a high command state- 
ment, “and two German planes 
were obliged to make emergency 
landings on Danish soil.” 

The anouncement did not dis- 


close whether the German planes 
had been hit by defensive fire from 
the cruiser. 

Earlier the high command had 
said two bombs were dropped on 
the British ships. 


BERGEN, Norway, Oct. 9 (AP).7- 
Sounds resembling heavy cannonad- 
ing from the North Sea were heard 
twice today by inhabitants of Al- 
groy Island, 40 miles south of Ber- 
gen.

British Admiralty Describes Fights, 
Denies Ships Were Damaged. 

LONDON, Oct. 10 (AP).—An Ad- 
miralty communique amplified to- 
night reports of German air at- 
tacks on the British North Sea 
fleet.Sunday and Monday with a 
statement that the Germans failed 

to score a single hit while several 
bombers were believed to have 
“failed to return to Germany.’ 

The communique said: “Although 
dispatches have not yet been re- 
ceived, a somewhat fuller account 
may now be given of the series of 
minor actions on the North Sea re- 
ported in yesterday’s communique.

presence was known, appears to

Description of Fight. 
“On Monday morning a British

“A level bombarding attack was 
made at 5000 feet. 

“Her bombs burst about 400 yards 
to starboard. A second and larger 
aircraft, making a similar attack, 
was probably hit by our guns. 

“Three larger bombs were 
dropped, but again fell wide, about 
a half mile from the ship. The 
first attacker came back and tried 
a dive bombing attack, but it was 
driven off by our fire, The air- 
craft may have been hit. Two 
bombs were dropped and missed by 
over 200 yards. 

Squadron Fights Bombers. 

“The same afternoon, a British 
cruiser squadron was attacked by 
bombers and engaged them for over 
an hour. 

“In returning toward her base, a 
British destroyer developed a main 
engine defect in no way connected 
with any enemy action. She reached 
port safely this morning. 

“In none of these actions has any 
British ship been hit or damaged, 
and there have been no British cas- 
ualties. 

“Enemy casualties are still un- 
known, but reports from neutral 
countries indicate that several] ma- 
chines failed to return to Germany.” 

Dominions Aid Air Force. 

Air Minisiter Sir Kingsley Wood 
anpounced in the House of Com- 
mons formulation of an empire- 
wide plan to give Britain. “over- 
whelming strength” in the air 
through aircraft production and 
training of pilots in the British do- 
minions and colonies. 

He said the dominions had shown 
a “keen desire” to “play an effec- 
tive part in air defenses,” and that 
a British mission, headed by Lord 
Riverdale, already was on its way 
to Canada to meet missions from 
Australia and New Zealand to ar- 
range details. 

Wood declared the Royal Air.

“They ask that Poland be giv- 
era back and demand reconstitu- 
tion of Poland, but nobody men- 
tions the Polish provinces occu- 
pied by Soviet troops.” 

The editorial said the Russians 
had immediately in&ugurated a 
Bolshevist program in occupied 
Polish territory, while the Ger- 
mans had re-established order, 
reopened schools and aided suf-

ESBJERG, Denmark, Oct. 10 
(AP).—Forced landings by two Ger- 
man warplanes at almost the same 
time in the same region aroused 
speculation today’ on the possibili- 
ty that large scale air operations 
had been in progress over the 
North Sea.

Goebbels asserted that “figures 
of things actually achieved speak 
louder than words of our oppo- 
nents, especially in the warring 
democracies.” 

He said that a total of 535,300,- 
000 marks (about $160,590,000) was 
raised last year and tha‘ the total 
for six years of Nazi administra- 
tion of winter relief work was two 
and a half billion marks (about 
$1,000,000,000).

Europe to the harshest of slaveries. 

I know that they talk to you to- 
day of peace, of German peace, of 
peach which would only consecrate 
conquests by deceit or violence and 
would not prevent preparation for 
new ones. 

Direct Reply to Hitler.

MAN SHOT TWICE

Robert G. Elliott, Who 
‘Kept Calling a Secret’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 10 (AP).— 
Robert G. Ellidtt, official execu- 
tioner for five eastern states, died 
today at his home in suburban 
Richmond Hill, Queens. 4 

Announcement of his death was 
made by his son, Robert G. Elliott 
Jr. The exeeutioner, who was 65 
years old, had been ill since May. 
Death was attributed to. coronary 
embolism. He had spent part of 
the summer in a sanitorium. 
Among the persons Elliott put 
to death were Bruno’ Richard 


Hauptmann, kidnaper of the Lind: 


bergh baby; and Sacce and Van- 
zetti, convicted in Massachusetts 
of murder and the central figures 
in a world-wide protest. 

Elliott’s condition improved so 
much in. recent weeks that he re- 
turned to his home Oct. ‘2. © That 
day, his son said, he took a walk 
around: the block and visited with 
old friends. The son said the ex- 
ercise was .too much for him ap- 
parently, because he suffered a 
relapse almost immediately and. 
since then was under the care of 
two physicians. 


Opposed Capital Punishment. 


Elliott was an outspoken foe of 
the legalized killing from which he 
derived his livelihood. 

“It doesn't do any good,” he said 
repeatedly. “There is a _ certain 
satisfaction the state gets—a sort 
of revenge. But we keep on get- 
ting these terrible criminals just 
the same.” 

Elliott executed more than 300 
murderers during his 13-year 
career, including Ruth Snyder and

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 10 (AP).— 
A mass meeting outside the Crim- 
ina] Court Building here to demand 
the recall of District Attorney 


Charles A. Byrne broke up without} 


disorder today after launching the 
recall movement and booing the 
name of Gov. Earl K. Long. 
Members of the People’s League, 
which called the meeting, circulat- 
ed petitions asking Long to set an 
election to remove Byrne from of- 
fice. On one occasion the mention 
of the Governor’s name by a speak- 
er brought a chorus of booing for 
more than a minute. 
The crowd, estimated by police 
at about 5000 persons, swarmed 
about the building while extra de- 
tails of officers stood guard to keep 
them out of the courtrooms. 
At the time, Byrne was inside ar- 
ranging a hearing to defend him- 
self against charges by seven Or- 
leans Parish grand jurors that he 
obstructed the grand jury’s work. 
Lets Aid Handle Case, _ 
When State Attorney-General Da- 
vid M. Ellison did not appear to 
hold a scheduled hearing, Byrne an- 
nounced “we have decided to let 


|Conrad Meyer, First Assistant Dis- 


trict Attorney, conduct the case.” 


Two details of officers guarded 
the entrance to Judge George P. 
Platt’s court. Judge Platt yester- 
day refused to hear the jury’s peti- 
tion asking for Byrne’s removal, 
jailed two jurors and then ejected 
them from the jury. 


T. Hale Boggs, chairman of the 
People’s League which summoned 
the mass meeting, denounced Byrne, 
saying he was a “do nothing” Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

The mass meeting was called by 
the People’s League for “real Amer- 
icans who want to save democracy 
and their grand jury.” The citi- 
zens’ voluntary committee said it 
would ask all five criminal court 
judges to make a public investiga- 
tion of the District Attorney and 
his staff. Petitions for Byrne’s re- 
call were prepared. 


Ouster Suit on File. 


A suit is on file in Baton Rouge 
seeking removal of Byrne on a 
charge that his appointment to of- 
fice by the Governor was illegal, 
contending a special election should 
have been held. Judge Byrne always 
supported the present State admin- 
istration. 

He succeeded Judge Eugene Stan- 
ley, who was stripped of power un- 
der laws made by a Huey Long-con- 
trolled Legislature, Stanley, a Long 
opponent, resigned. 

A grand jury was dismissed here 
in 1932 when it attempted to re- 
turn a “no true bill” against sev- 
eral hundred men charged with 
election fraud. The National Guard 
was called out at that time. Two 
men finally were convicted but im- 
mediately pardoned by the Gover- 
nor. The Legislature, at Huey 
Long’s behest, then enacted laws 
clearing the others. 

At the State Capital, the Hast 
Baton Rouge Parish grand Yury ad- 
journed before a special court ses- 
sion at which it was to have made 
a report, 

The Baton Rouge jury was the 
first to investigate scandals which 
followed the resignation and flight 
last June 25 of Dr. James M. Smith, 
former president of Louisiana State 
University, and the resignation of 
Gov. Leche a day later. 

The jurors ousted District Attor- 
ney Dewey J. Sanchez and Attor- 
ney-General David Ellison from a 
secret session yesterday, deliberat- 
ed a few minutes and then left, 
commenting only that “we have ad- 
journed.” 

Big Income Tax Case. 


Income tax evasions exceeding a 
half million dollars in connection 
with slot machine operations in 
New Orleans were charged to six 
persons, including a Saratoga 
Springs (N. Y.) night club owner, 
in an indictment returned yester- 
day by the United States Federal 
grand jury. 
The alleged evasions were said by 
members of the United States At- 
torney'’s office to constitute the 
second largest case ever filed, next 
only to the alleged $5,000,000 eva- 
sions charged to M. L. Annenberg, 
Philadelphia publisher.. . 

Named as defendants were Frank 
Costello, New York; Philip Kastel, 


lalias Hareld Miller, of Stamford, 


Conn.; Dudley Geigerman, Harold 
Geigerman, alias Harold Miller; 
James Brocato, alias Jimmie Mo- 
ran and Jacob Altman, otherwise 
known as Jake Altman, all of New 
Orleans. 

The Government asked that bonds 
of $75,000 each be posted by Kastel 
and Costello and that the four New 
Orleans men be required to furnish 
bonds of $25,000 each. Three had 
been arrested last night.

Supply and Demand. 


With the great success scored by 
professional football, the demand 
for the highest type of college play- 

er—after his graduation, of course 
—has greatly increased. Recog- 
nized “All-America” stars can and 
do demand very respectable sal- 
aries which, with the “take” what 
it is, owners of pro clubs are glad 
to pay, generally throwing in a 
bonus for signing a contract, 

Colleges once frowned upon their 
stars turning pro but the profes- 
sional leagues put their business 
on a firm basis and when they 
ruled that they would sign no col- 
legian until after he had completed 
his course at school, they made a 
10-strike which removed all. colle- 
giate objection. 

Today, material of the National 
Professional League teams come 
from no fewer than 175 colleges, a 
gain of 60 over tne previous year. 
Five years ago, only 91 schools con- 
tributed to the pro personnel. 

According to a recent survey, 
there were 433 players tried out 
and most of them retained. Of 
these, 149 or 34 per cent came from 
Midwest elevens; 79 or 18 per cent 
from Eastern teams; 72 or 17 per 
cent from the Southwest; 57 or 13 
per cent from the Far West; 50 or 
12 per cent from the South and 26 
or 6 per cent from the Rocky Moun- 
tain district. 

And, for the second successive 
year, Nebraska furnished the great- 
est number of players to the pro 
ranks with 13 former Cornhuskers, 
five more than last season, playing 
on the various big league teams.

EPORTS that the Soviets are

the close attention of British For- 
eign Office officials, who are 
watching carefully to see how far 
Russia’s expansionist policy will go 
in the Baltic: and questioning 
whether Moscow will risk an open 
conflict with Finland. 


It is felt here that the Rus- 
sians will find Finland a tougher 
nut to crack than either Latvia 
or Estonia, both because of the 
Finns’ nationalistic unity and be- 
cause the Government is «assured 
of Sweden’s wholehearted sympa- 
thies. Whether the Finns will fight 
if invaded remains a matter of di- 
vided opinion in London, althouzh 
many believe that their resistance 
under pressure of necessity could 
be counted on. 


The British incline to the belief 
that the Russians want to svlze 
control of all the strategic points in 
the Baltic they can get, short of 
war.

¥ telephone bell rang the oth- 
M er day and the voice of a friend 

of mine, a big business man 
whose home is near Chicago, said: 
“I'm just back from Germany. 
Come to my hotel for a éocktail 
and the latest dope about the Nazi.” 
I went. The cocktail was. good. 
The dope was better. The best part 


of it was my friend’s. assertion: 


“Hitler isn’t boss in Germany. The 
real boss there is Gasoline.” 

“The big question,” he went on, 
“is whether the Germans can get 
enough gasoline to last out a long 
war. Hermann Goering says they 
can.” 

“Winston Churchill 
can't,” I interrupted. 
right?” 

“Churchill,” answered my friend. 
But he added dubiously: “At least 
I think he is, I don’t know. It’s 
hard to say. Anyhow, whichever 
is right, this is not the war to end 
Hitlerism or the war to save dem- 
ocracy. It is the gasoline war.” 

His remarks, inspired by what he 
had just heard in the Nazi Reich, 
bear out what I hear on all sides 
in this country, both among the 
qualified experts and among the 
armchair strategists and lunch hour 
Napoleons who wag their heads 
sagely over cigar or demi-tasse. 

Some General once said that 
three things were necessary for 
waging war: Money, money and 
money. If he were waging it to- 
day he would say: Oil, oil and oil. 


‘Three Questions About Oil. 


If you happen to know the cor- 
rect answers to the following three 
questions it behooves you to start 
laying bets and investing in stocks 
—for on those answers probably de- 
pends the outcome of Europe’s war: 

Can Russia supply Germany with 
oil sufficient for war-time needs? 

If so, can the Geriaans transport 
that oil from Russia to Gerniany? 

If Russia has the required oil and 
the Germans can transport it from 
Russia to Germany,’ will the Rus- 
sians allow them to do so? 

There is grave doubt that, under 
normal] conditions, Russia has sur- 
plus oil enough for German needs. 
And it seems certain that no other 
countries accessible to the Reich, in- 
cluding Rumania, can ship enough 
oil into Germany to equip her 
armies for a long war. If Stalin's 
affection for his Nazi side-partner 
is such that he is willing to handi- 
cap the Russian Army and Rus- 
sia’s industry by rationing the oil 
required by them in their opera- 
tions and shipping the _ extra 
amount thus obtained to the Ger- 
mans, he will be doing the latter a 
mighty good turn. But will it be 
good enough? 

Germany’s needs in fuel oil for 
her war are simply colossal. There- 
fore, the answer to Question One 
seems to be “No.” But war, it 
must be remembered, engenders 
miracles.

Out of this peace-time 7,340,000 
tons, Germany was forced to im- 
port 4,956,000; and of this amount, 
3,980,000 tons over 80 per cent of 
the imports, came from North and 
South America, sources now closed 
off by Britain’s blockade. 

This is not all.. About 2,000,000 
tons of the German domestic pro- 
duction resulted from coal hydro- 
genation with benzol and alcohol 
admixtures. Something like a third 
of the coal for this purpose came 
from the Saar Valley mines and 
was processed near them. That is, 
this production has now been cut 
off or slowed to a walk by French 
gunfire.

‘jnation of the building unions in Chicago was given 
in an article by John T. Flynn in a recent issue of 
| Collier's magazine, reprinted in condensed form on 
this page today. The situation in St. Louis differs 
from that in Chicago in degree, perhaps, but not in 
kind. 

In the office of the St. Louis police bomb and 
arson squad is a stack of reports several inches 
thick covering cases of bombing, arson, creosoting, 
the overturning of trucks and other forms of sabo- 
tage committed in the enforcement of union de- 
mands upon the construction industry. Comparative- 
ly few of these cases have resulted in arrests and 
practically none in convictions. 

Many of these crimes were committed not in con- 
nection with wage demands, but in order to limit 
the work to certain favored contractors. Small firms 
attempting to get a foothold in the construction in- 
dustry have been pushed to the wall by union agents, 
not because they refused to meet the union’s demands 
as to wages and working conditions, but because the 
union heads preferred, for reasons best known to 
themselves, to limit the field to existing large firms. 

Nothing. that Mr. Flynn details in his story from 
Chicago is more startling than some of the evidence 
given in the trial here two and a half years ago of 
plastering contractors and union representatives for 
conspiring to fix excessive wages on buildings under 
construction by the Public Works Administration. 
It was a clear case of a union being taken over by 
racketeers adept in artifice and intimidation. 

PWA investigators at the same time found evi- 
dence sufficient to prompt the Federal Trade Com- 
‘mission to issue “cease and desist” orders against 
nine glass companies charged with enforcing a price 
monopoly by means of sabotage. 

The Mound City Truckimg Association, an ‘organi- 
zation of independent truckers, has charged that a 
similar monopolistic conspiracy exists between the 
Teamsters’ Union and certain trucking companies. 

The staff which the Anti-trust Division of the De- 
partment of Justice has sent here to break up these 
conditions has a big job ahead of it. It is a job 
which demands the attention of a special grand jury, 
freed of the usual grand jury routine and able, there- 
| fore, to give racketeering and trade conspiracies its 
whole attention.

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THE DICKMANN COMPANY'S DOUBLE BETRAYAL.

company’s profitable straw-party deals was based 
appears to have collapsed, Nat Glick, local real estate 
dealer, who bought 20 pieces of property belonging 
to closed State banks through a straw buyer from the 
Dickmann company, plans to withdraw from the case. 
Glick has won his point in the State Supreme Court 
that he be heard on a Circuit Court order invalidat- 
ing his purchase. But now, whether because property 
values are lower or because a hearing would cause 
the allegations of fraud to be threshed out, he is 
backing out on his $58,750 contract. 

What will this do to the State’s case against the 
Dickmann company? So far as the property in the 
Glick purchase is concerned, Glick’s withdrawal will 
return it to the State Finance Department, in whose 
custody the property was held originally for liquida- 
tion for the closed banks. Thus, the real estate will 
be back in the hands of the State agency which is 
seeking to recover it in order to.conduct an honest 
sale, free of phony secret deals. The State Finance 
Department will now be able to sell the property for 
the benefit of the bank depositors. 

But what about the Dickmann company? Its straw 
sales were conclusively established by the Post-Dis- 
patch. There is no doubt whatever as to improper 
profits resulting from these sales for the company 
which enjoyed exclusive right to sell the bank prop- 
erties for the State Finance Department. The record 
is written and open to all. The moral case against 
the Dickmann company is not closed. It will not be 
closed until justice has been satisfied. 

There is one compelling reason why the Dickmann 
deals must not go by default. The president of the 
Dickmann company is none other than the Mayor of 
St. Louis. If the Dickmann company is not held 
to account, there will be strong suspicion in many 
minds that it was because of Bernard F. Dick- 
mann’s influence as head of the city government. 

The Dickmann company was caught in a double be- 
trayal of trust. It was not true to its contract with 
the State Finance Department. It broke faith with 
the depositors in the closed banks with whose prop- 
erty it was intrusted. 

What the real estate men of St. Louis—those en- 
gaged in the same business as the Dickmann com- 
pany—thought of this double betrayal was made clear 
when the Real Estate Exchange suspended the com- 
pany from exchange membership last January for the 
straw-party deals. This suspension has not been 
lifted. It should not be touched until this dirty busi- 
ness has been cleaned up. 

This company, all the more so because of its name. 
should be held to the strictest account the State of 
Missouri can devise,

THE RIVER AIRPORT PROJECT. 

Plans for a river project that would make possible 
an air field and recreation park on Mosenthien Island 
have been discussed for years, and there is much in 
their favor. The present airport is at an inconvenient 
distance from the downtown district, and added rec- 
reation facilities could be used by North St. Louis. 
However, the engineering difficulties and the cost 
have prevented the project from ever progressing 
further than the discussion stage. . 
¢ Army engineers have studied the river project, an 
last March vetoed as impracticable the plan for build- 
ing a dam near the Chain of Rocks Bridge to con- 
nect the island with the mainland. They approved 
a plan, embodied in a bill which failed of passage at 
the last Congress, for diversion of the river through 
an eight-mile canal on the Illinois side. This would 
make it possible, as a separate project, to fill in the 
old channel and so reclaim the island. This work 
and the construction of an airport and park would 
cost an estimated $17,500,000. 

Would the Government or any of its agencies grant 
such an amount, after the large sums already being 
spent here on channél and riverfront improvements? 
This is open to serious question. Certainly the city 
is unable to put out the money, and the hope for adop- 
tion of a bond issue for the work is not: bright. 

A major drawback is the frequency of fog and the 
prevalence of smoke palis along the downtown river 
section. Fog and smoke stop flying often enough at 
Lambert Field, and they would do so far more fre- 
quently at the island location. In addition, there is 
the danger of flood to be considered if an airport 
is built in the path of the unpredictable Mississippi, 

The island plan calls for improvements that the fu- 
ture St. Louis undoubtedly ought to have, and will 
have. In the immediate present, there are more 
urgent problems than the matter of airport or park 
facilities, What, for instance, of the smoke problem 
that is destroying health and property values through- 
out the city? An effective attack on that could be 
fimanced for far less than $17,500,000, and it would 
bring genuine and prompt returns,

An Industry Wrecked by Racketeers 


Construction business in Chicago is beset by collusive bidding, ter- 
rorism and conspiracy, writer says; costs are kept at excessive 
point by exactions of lawless labor leaders; because of these 
ruthless tactics, three-fourths of union members are unemployed.

HE United States Government decided to 
T buna some apartments in Chicago— 

apartments for people with low incomes, 
The contractors who put up the Julia Lath- 
rop buildings asked various subcontractors, 
including plumbers, for bids on the job. One 
plumbing bid was lowest and that bidder 
got the job. But here is what happened— 
secretly, of course, because it was a viola- 
tion of the law: : 

Each of the plumbers prepared his esti- 
mate. Instead of sending it to the contrac- 
tor, he sent it to William J. Wooley. Mr. 
Wooley was the administrator of an or- 
ganization with the following breath-con- 


tion of “two new locals in the teachers’ union and a’ 


suming name—the Committee of the Vol- 
untary Trade Agreement of the Plumbing 
Contractors Division of the Construction In- 
dustries of Cook County. - 

Mr. Wooley then laid out all the bids, 
made a list of each price submitted and 
struck an average of the prices. Then every 
bid that was 10 per cent lower than this 
average was thrown out. The job was given 
to the man whose bid was lowest after this 
operation. 

The bids of four firms were thrown out. 
One of them was submitted by Edward Kais- 
er. His bid on one part of the project was 
$240,000, and on another part $207,000. These 
bids were rejected. But it was necessary 
for Mr. Kaiser to turn in some sort of bid. 
So he was directed to raise his bid on one 
part from $240,000 to $325,000 and on an- 
other part from $207,000 to $258,000. Other 
contractors were directed to make similar 
changes in their bids. This was to insure 
the contractor selected for the work being 
the lowest bidder, in spite of the fact that 
there were four bids lower than his, 

. . * 


The same thing happened on the other 
Government projects—Jane Addams and 
Trumbull. But the contractors did not know 
it until later, when some of the plumbing 
contractors decided to bolt this scheme. 
They talked about it. The Government 
heard about it. The officers of the combina- 
tion were indicted, They await trial now. 

This combination’s weapon was labor. The 
man who refused to abide by its awards 
couldn't get any labor. The combination 
made sure of that through a working agree- 
ment with William P. Curran, business agent 
of the plumbers’ union. If a low bidder 
broke the traces and tried to put in his low 
bid, Mr. Curran simply called a strike on 
him, Thus the Master Plumbers’ Associa- 
tion and the Plumbers’ Union were in a con- 
spiracy to keep plumbing prices up in Chi- 
cago. And they did. 

The building industry has in it features 
that make it peculiarly inviting to the un- 
scrupulous labor leader. And in Chicago 
there have been plenty of them, from the 
days of the notorious Skinney Madden right 
down to the present time,

Then there are jurisdictional disputes which 
hold up building and add to its costs. Then 
there are the costs that grow out of the 
operations of racketeering or lawless labor 
leaders.

What, you must be asking yourself, are 
these fellows doing in positions of power and 
leadership in the building unions of Chi- 
cago? What is this shotgun technique do- 
ing in the administrative processes of a labor 
union? | 

And remember, these are not Reds. They 
are not members of the CIO.

This whole salty porridge of disorder 
leaves one a little baffled.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP).— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, center 
of a tea party tempest blown up 
yesterday by the Dies Committee's 
investigation, observed today that 
she knew of no reason why Com- 
munists should not have come to 
tea with her. 

At the same time she challenged 
the testimony of a Dies witness 
that one former tea guest of hers 
should rightfully be called a Com- 
munist. 

The witness, Kenneth Goff, tes- 
tified that William Hinckley, chair- 
man of the American Youth Con- 
gress, and other members of that 
organization were Communists when 
they sat across a White House tea 
table from Mrs. Roosevelt two 
years ago. 

Hinckley denied in New York 
last night that he was a Com- 
munist or member of the Young 
Comunist League, as Goff testi- 
fied, and upon this Mrs. Roosevelt 
added her own denial today. 

Personally Acquainted. 

She said that since the much- 
publicized tea she had become per- 
sonally acquainted with Hinckley; 
Joseph Cadden, executive secre- 
tary of the Congress; and other 
persons active in youth movements. 

“Those I have known since are 
certainly not Communists,” she de- 
clared. 

Someone asked whether’ she 
would set up a censorship for per- 
sons she invited to tea, and she 
said she certainly would not. Then 
a reporter inquired directly whether 
there was any reason Communists 
should not have had tea with her, 
and Mrs. Roosevelt said no. 

As for use of her name in pro- 
moting Communism, a practice to 
which Goff had testified, Mrs.

oil and kerosene, not available for 
use in the numerous Diesel engines 
of Germany without further proc- 
essing, for which the plants are not 
now in existence. 

Finally, there is the possibility 
that the Germans are counting on 
technical improvement in fueling. 
Already it has been reported that 
the powdered-coal engine with 
which Rudolf Diesel experimented 
for so long has at last reached the 
point of practical operation. If this 
is the case Germany's petroleum 
requirements will be cut to some- 
thing like half what they were. 
England’s Oii Supply. 

But it will take time to put pow- 
dered-coal engines into production. 
It will take time to build cracking 
plants, refineries and transporta- 
tion lines for Russian oil. It will 
take time to build hydrogenation 
plants for Polish coal. In that time 
Germany must live off its reserve 
stocks, what it can squeeze out of 
Rumania and what it can get from 
Mexico and Venezuela through 
Italy. Evidently the Germans, who 
are great hands for figuring things 
out with a slide-rule, believe they 
can run a war on this basis. But 
it is significant that they have yet 
started no great offensive, so cost- 
ly in fuel, either in the air or on 
the ground. 

Meanwhile, when they do start a 
drive, it is not unlikely that it will 
take. the form on an attack on En- 
gland’s oil supply. The British need 
far more oil than the Germans; 
they have to keep a:navy at sea all 
the time, and nothing eats up oil 
quite so fast. The British Isles 
themselves produce practically no 
oil, not even by the coal-hydrogena- 
tion process, which they have been 
unable to work successfully. All 
their oil comes from overseas, 70 
per cent of it either from Persia 
(Iran) or Venezuela. 

It is possible that Hitler’s friend, 
Stalin, may launch some kind of a 
drive on Persia. It is far more pos- 
sible that Germany will launch an 
intensive air and submarine cam- 
paign on tankers at sea off the 
British Isles. Of all types of ship 
the tanker is the most vulnerable. 
The most miserable little incen- 
diary bomb or shell is sufficient to 
make her into a torch. The great 
question of the war is whether Ger- 
many can set off enough such 
torches to win before the Reich 
itself runs out of fuel.

WARRING POWER 
AGREE ON RULE 
AS TO PROONER 


Britain, France and Ger- 
many Tell U. S. They 


Will Follow Regulations 
in 1929 Geneva Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10 (AP).— 


Great Britain, Germany and France 
have told the United States that 
they will abide by the rules for 
treatment of prisoners of war con- 
tained in a 1929 Geneva treaty. 


The State Department sent notes 
to the three nations as a prelim- 
inary to undertaking the work of 
checking treatment of British and 
French prisoners in Germany. This 
is in line with the American agree- 
ment to look after English-French 
interests in the Reich. 
The notes asked for assurances 
that the Powers would regard the 
rules of the Geneva convention as 
applicable in the present war. Af- 
firmative replies have been received 
from all. 
The State Department, therefore, 
is prepared to go ahead with in- 
spection of German prison camps 
containing British or French offi- 
cers and soldiers. 

Rules in 1929 Treaty. | 
The rules that American diplo- 
matic officials must see applied 
guarantee a prisoner of war against 
confiscation of his money and per- 
sonal effects and against being mis- 
treated in any way for refusal to 
give information regarding his 
army. 
He may be put tg work, but his 
labors can have no direct connec- 
tion with the prosecution of the 
war. He must be paid the same 
wage scale as civilian employes 
doing the same kind of work in 
the same district. 
He must be given every medical 
attention and, if seriously ill or in- 
jured, must be sent back to his own 
country. 
If he is charged with a criminal 
offense, he must be given a public 
trial. 

Prisoners May Name Agent. 

Prisoners may appoint an agent 
for their camp to represent them 
with the power holding them pris- 
oner and with the power assuming 
protection of their interests. 
If the prisoner is an officer, he 
must be given special treatment. 
He cannot be confined in the same 
camp with private soldiers; his in- 
signia of rank cannot be taken from 
him; he must be paid the same 
compensation received by equiva- 
lent officers of the detaining power. 
He cannot be made to work unless 
he asks for it, and then suitable 
work must be provided for him. 

American diplomatic officials .n 
Germany will make periodic inspec- 
tions of the prison camps, attend 
trials, authenticate prisoners’ wills 
and other documents, and com- 
municate with Britain and France 
in their regard. 


GERMAN DELEGATION GOING

SOFTA, Oct. lv (AP).—Trade ne- 
gotiations ‘between Germany and 
Soviet Russia designed to provide 
food products for Germany were 
indicated today as a German agri- 
cultural products trade delegation 
which recently completed an agree- 
ment with Bulgaria prepared to 
leave for Moscow. 

It was reported the conversations 
here resulted in an agreement for 
Bulgaria to sell meat, skins, hemp 
and other products to Germany. 
Exportation of these products was 
prohibited with the start of the 
war. 

The agreement was said to have 
been made on condition that the 
sales would be for cash and that 
Germany would supply Bulgaria 
with gasoline,

“T challenge you to show me how it is possible for my husband 
and myself to have a family when he makes only $35 a week,” she said. 
“We barely can meet our expenses In a lit- 
tle two-room and kitchenette apartment. 
Why, if we had-even one baby to support, 
how could we afford milk and cod liver 
oil, orange juice and the other essentials, 
not to mention doctor‘s bills and clothing? 

“Dr. Crane, if you can show us how we 
could afford to have a family, we'd be 
only too glad to have one. What do you 
say to my challenge?”

DIAGNOSIS: The average American 
family, consisting of father, mother, and 
thre children, is living on a weekly income 
of about $25. And plenty of our Chicago 
families are even below that “average” fig- 


ure. 

But it requires intelligent planning and the elimination of luxuries 
or non-essentials. Coralie and her husband: smoke cigarettes. When 
we computed the annual tobacco cost, we found it amounted to $48. 

That is purely a non-essential for which they spend almost one and 
one-half week’s salary. I could procure plenty of excellent obstetri- 
cians who would be willing to deliver their first baby for a cash fee 
of $48. They are wastefully burning up that $48 without gaining any- 
thing healthful or mentally stimulating. But that isn’t all. 

They have a small car, which Coralie’s husband uses in going to 
his office. He could make the round trip each day by street car for 
14 cents or by bus for 20 cents. Instead, his car costs him an average 
of 60 cents per day, seven days per week, counting license plates, de- 
preciation, taxes, gas and oil. Is it worth sacrificing his family for 
this?

ALTHOUGH CORALIE thinks she is skimping along on a bare 
existence level, she and her husband have lazily learned to lean upon 
many modern luxuries until they actually believe them essentials. 

If you are going to have a family, you must inevitably make some 
sacrifices, and these are not all of a financial variety. Children divert 
the mother’s attention from her husband. He will often resent this 


fact. 
Children also tie their parents more elosely to the home. You 


can’t gad around till the wee hours and weave your social life around 


cocktail parties, if you expect to be a model parent. 
You will soon learn, however, that the children furnish a great 


deal of fun and entertainment, as well as intellectual stimulation. 
Children educate their parents at the same time that they are receiv- 
ing instructions from the latter.

Grape Season 
At Best tor 
Jelly and Jam 


By Edith M. Barber. 


ACH season brings its own 

specialties, even in these days 

of rapid transportation. While 
the meaty red and white grapes 
from California and the black 
grapes from various sources are 
with us for many months, our 
Eastern grapes are available for 
only a short time. 

They come in three colors and 
flaunt our country’s colors as they 
should, being of native American 
origin. The blue grapes are the 
most plentiful and are generally 
known as Concord, although there 
are a number of varieties, each of 
which has its own name. We call 
the white grapes Niagaras, the 
large red Catawbas, and the small 
red Delawares. Nothing is more 
colorful than a basket or bowl 
of mixed varieties which all have 
something in common, and at the 
same time, an individuality of 
flavor. We will make use of them 
for dessert, for breakfast and for 
a snack before going to bed. 

For jelly and jam, the Concord 
type grapes are indicated. One 
of my favorable “conserves” is one 
made with both the bulk and the 
skins, If the fruit is not too ripe, 
you can make jelly with the juice 
from the grapes, which have been 
cooked without water. If fruit is 
overripe, then you will certainly 
prefer to combine fruit pectin 
with the grape juice. For the 
first type of jelly, three-fourths cup 
of sugar, to one cup of juice, is 
the best proportion. 

Grape Jelly. 

Four cups juice (about four 
pounds grapes). 

Eight cups sugar. 

a bottle (one cup) fruit -pec- 
Use ripe grapes. Stem and crush 
grapes thoroughly. Add one-half 
cup water, stir until mixture boils 
and simmer, covered, for 10 min- 
utes. Drip through jelly bag, or 
several thicknesses of cheese cloth. 
Measure juice, pour into sauce pan 
and add sugar. Bring to a boil, 
stirring constantly, and add fruit 
pectin. Boil one-half minute, re- 
move from fire. Let jelly stand 
for about one minute and then 
skim. Pour immediately into hot

West opened the three of dia- 
monds, dummy played low, and 
East (whose bridge training had 
gone no farther than to “play third 
hand high” and “never to finesse 
against his partner”) docilely put 
up the king. Declarer smothered 
this with the ace and, deciding 
that his own club suit with the 
queen in dummy offered a better 
chance for establishment than the 
spade suit, led low to the club 
queen. East won with the ace and 
made the correct shift to a low 
heart. Declarer tried the queen 
finesse but it lost to the king and 
West returned the heart jack. De- 
clarer felt that he might have need 
for his third heart at a later stage, 
hence won this trick with the ace 
and then laid down the king and 
jack of clubs, praying that the 
ten would drop. It did, and now 
he was home. After cashing his 
two remaining club tricks he led 
the diamond nine to the ten and 
cashed the diamond queen. On the 
fourth round of clubs, East let 
go the spade nine and on the fifth, 
the heart eight. West had discard- 
ed two diamonds, so now there was 
no danger in leading dummy’s re- 
maining heart. East won with the 
ten and his spade jack return was 
allowed to ride to the queen. Ir 
all, declarer took two spade tricks, 
one heart, three diamonds, and four 
clubs, thereby making his contract 
with an overtrick. 

There would have been a far dif- 
ferent result if East had used his 
head to better advantage at the very 
first trick. Considering the bid- 
ding (particularly South’s jump 
from one spade to two no trump), 
the diamond ace, at least, was vir- 
tually marked in declarer’s hand, 
this probability being strongly bol- 
stered by the fact that South’s club 
suit lacked the ace, queen, and 
ten, and that his spade holding 
could not be impressive. Once East 
realized that the diamond king al- 
most certainly would be slaugh- 
tered by the ace, it would have re- 
quired no more than elementary 
logic to refuse to put up the king. 
What matter if declarer could win 
the first diamond trick with a low 
card? He still would be unable to 
capture the diamond king, and al- 
though he undoubtedly would make 
two diamond tricks, he would not 
make three. The holdup of the 
diamond king would have created 
a two trick difference and defeat- 
ed the contract. Declarer would 
have won with the nine spot, but 
not only would he have been unable 
to win a third diamond trick, but 
the throw-in play which eventual- 
ly developed against East never 
would have come off.

Confidential messages will give 
the viewpoint to be taken in edi- 
torials written in each newspaper. 
That's the way it is right now in 
the dictatorship countries. 

Such treatment of the press is 
disastrous in the long run, destroy- 
ing both journalism and journalists. 
But it does even more to you, the 
reader. 

You won't realize that everything 
has changed except the paper's 
name. So your mind gradually 
will be warped by half truths, de- 
liberate lies, all the trickery and 
falsehood that are the raw material 
of propaganda. 

The whole theory of democracy is 
necessarily based on the supposi- 
tion that the people know what is 
going on, what the facts are. Only 
so can they possibly reach wise de- 
cisions as to the proper course to 
be taken. 

When the truth is hidden from 
them, and the da substi- 
tuted, then their are of 
no value and they have ceased to 
govern themselves.

Tooth Decay
